Hundreds of Ships Spread Over 
Sea Where Missing Craft 
Was Last Seen 


AUSTRALIA HOP PROPOSED 


Canal Zone -to Antipodes Route 
Without Guard Plan of 
Naval Aviator 


(By Universas Service) 


SAN FRANCISCO, .. Sept... 5.—The | 
i big Boeing seaplane, PB-1, twice pre- 
vented.fromteaking off for the flight 
to Hawaii, will start a 30-hour test 
flight over San Francisco and bay 
vicinity at 2 o’clock tomorrow, it 
was announced here tonight. 

The Boeing plane, constructed in 
Seattle, was to haVe joined the two 
PN-9’s in the non-stop flight from 
San Francisco to Hawaii, attempted 
last Monday, but engine trouble pre- 
vented it from participating. Another 
date for the “plane to try the long 
flight was set for last Thursday, but 
inasmuch as the guard ships were 
still searching for the PN-9 No. 1, the 
flight was postponed indefinitely . by 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur. 

Lieutenant’ Clarence Schildhauer, 
chief test pilot of the Hawaiian 
flight, announced. today that he 
would ask permission to make a 
flight without sea guards ;from Coco 
Solo, Panama Canal zouk, to Au- 
stralia and New Guiana. 

Such a flight would entail a non- 
stop hop equal to the distance from 
San Francisco to Honolulu. The 
route he. outlined" included, Tahatl, 
the Fiji. Islands and Solomon’ Is- 
lands. 

Five days have passed since the 
PN-9 No. 1 hopped off through ths 


Golden Gate and four days since 
any word has been heard from Her. 
Twenty navy vessels and a great 
fleet of merchant ships, with sub- 
[ Spetines and airplanes were continu-
